was 4th Corps Area District "E" CCC. The individual camps 
mostly had Sky Buddy Receivers and a variety of mostly 
homebrew transmitters fabricated by the ops at WUKA. 

I Transferred to the Kentwood La. Soil Conservation Camp 

and served as sub-net control. Call was WUQM. Later. 

one of the civvy ops at headquarters resigned to go to the 

CAA and I was selected to take his place. When the draft 
started in 1939, we were moved out of Camp Beauregard and 
wound up in McComb, Ms. 


Later when I was in the Army Airways Communications System 
I heard the four letter old CCC calls at stations over in North 
Africa and other places. 


We used "Z" signals and instead of "de" between calls we used

A few weeks ago , at the last Livermore swap , I saw a colorful clean 
piece of military test gear sitting in the parking lot. A friend of mine was 
examining it. When he decided he didnt want it as he already had a capacitor 
tester I got my turn at it and saw it was a ZM-3 capacitor analyzer. I 
needed another capacitor tester like I needed another hole in my head, but 
with the rainy weather , and slim pickins this piece of gear sitting out on 
the pavement with its green, red and gray face looked more and more 
attractive. A closer examination showed it have hardly a scratch on its case 
. It measured capacity on a spiral scale printed on a yellow rotating drum 
with pointers moving laterally along the drum as it turned. It also tested 
capacitor leakage (though on a 50 mA meter) and measured power factor and 
insulation leakage. The price at $20 clinched it for me. 

When I got it home , I had to try it out . With a variac on it , I 
brought it up as slowly as my impatient hand would allow . The main 
function, measureing capacity , was dead - no meter movement althought it 
had moved on other functions. (I suspected the oscillator was not 
oscillating) . No manual came with it , so off came the case. This baby has 
to be to capacitor testers , what the PRM-10 is to grid dip meters, no 
expense spared and way over built for its task. Inside I counted 9 tubes 
including an 807. A schematic was pasted to the inside of the case . The 
dial drum was driven by machined stainless steel gears including one with 
antibacklash spring loading. Everything else was also strong and solidly 
made. A beautiful piece of quality equipment . 

Next I looked the schematic over, and did the easy part and tested the 
tubes associated with the oscillator. All were strong. 

Unfortunately I dont have a manual. Fair Radio doesnt list one either. 
Anyone out there have one or even a Xerox copy I can buy . If not , perhaps 
someone can point me to where I can find one ? 


I would like to hear of anyone else using one of these testers or who's had 
experience with it .

That's a great idea - I'll give it a try ASAP. 


This was first reported by Ed Tilton in QST in early 50s when G.E. (?) 
YRS-1 rx adaptor came out. 


Propagation, especially thru the ionosphere, does things that treats the 
Sidebands of a signal differently, shifting them randomly in amplitude & 
phase relative to each other. When heard separately by our two ears, this 
mimics a stereo effect. 


This kind of thing is also done artifically in the record studio to get 
phasiness & other stereo-like effects. 


Both sidebands are simultaneously available from the C.E model A or B 
sideband slicer (a phasing-type SSB detector/adaptor) circuitry. The 
slicer itself makes only one sideband available at its usual output at one 
time but you can easily pick off the audio of both sidebands using an audio 
amp & stereo speakers or headphones. It's sounds wierd!

For a wierd yet pleasant experience, connect sterio phones 
to two separate HF receivers using two different antennas. 
tune to the same HF station and you are in for an unusual 
experience. As the signal fades in one it usually remains 
up in the other and vice-versa. It sounds like the sounds 
are floating thru your head from side to side.

Interesting, I wonder if it sounds "stereo"-y or not. That would take 
phase differences. 


We used this dual diversity idea at a manually operated high speed CW 
circuit. One of us used both receivers and sterio phones while the other 
operator copied from only one receiver. The one using dual diversity got 
perfect copy while the other op had gaps in his copy. 


Space diversity works very well in my experience. I used such a setup on 
10 m FM to kill phase distortion (selective fading to the AM folks). I 
simply combined the audio from separate but identical rx's. No, I didn't 
select the better signal as one normally does with diversity rx. It was 
the equal-amplitude combining of the rx's outputs that did the trick. The 
detected signal was in phase from both rx's but the distortion (from 
selective fading) was not so combining them tended to cancel the distortion 
to a significant degree. 


Selective fading produces much more detected signal distortion on an NBFM 
((5 kHz) signal than an equiv. AM signal. It can distort an FM signal to 
nearly unintelligibility--I don't think I've ever heard an AM signal that 
badly messed up multipath except for auorally-propagated sigs. 


The way to "see" multipath distortion on an FM sig is to look at signal 
strength (not limiter current): If it drops with modulation, you've got 


multipath. 


There was a person (Hildrith? (sp?)) who wrote a lot of stuff in HR mag 


around 10-15 years back (am not home so can't check) about using both of 
our ears "differentially" for CW work. E.g. one ear got CW from very 
tight audio filter, other ear got much less filtered version of same. 


Or, one ear got center of AF filter and some to hf side, other got center & 
some to lf side, so off freq sigs went to one side of head or other. 
Interesting stuff, there was probably more. 


> We didn't try it on BC stations - there would probably be an additional 
> effect especially with music because of the front end local oscillators 
> and the demodulation oscillators not being in precisely in step 

> frequency wise and exactly in phase. 


I'm not sure, this is not a trivial question. I think the detector would 
remove the phase diffs (see my comments on diversity combining above). I 
think you must go the ISB/separate earphone channel route to hear the wierd 
stuff. Easy to try tho, just need 2 rx's, 2 antennas, stereo headphones.
